“IF YOU SEEK HIS MONU- 
MENT. LOOK AROUND." Our 
flag at half mast on a day in 
the latter. part of January 
marked the death of the man 
who laid the foundation of the 
industry in which we are the 
workers today. This man was 
Henry L. Pittock. To those who 
knew him best he was affection- 
ately known as “The Little 
Man," but his littleness was of 
stature only, for it was his lot 
to be one of the powerful fac- 
tors in the growth and develop- 
ment of this Western country. 

When a boy of eighteen, Mr. 
Pittock felt the call {o this 
Northwest country, and with 
his brother left his early home 
in Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, 
bound for. the land of which 
he was to become one of the 
builders. He reached Oregon 
City in October, 1853, and be- 
fore the end of that year, in 
quest of work, he came to a 
little settlement, Portland, and 
secured a job on the weekly 
newspaper, the Portland Ore- 
gonian. Today that — paper 
stands a monument to the fore- 
sight, the energy and the spirit 
of the man who, as a boy of 
eighteen, was glad of the 


chance to get a job on the pa-|- 


per. whose’ early proprietor 

elothed and boarded him in ex- 

change for his services. 

After five years of work, Mr. 
Pittock formed a partnership 
with the original owner of this 
Pioneer paper and“two years 
later came into its ownership, 
an ownership which he retained 
for the balance of. his life. 

* The original weekly paper 

was published on a little hand 

press.in a little shack on the 
water front, while the Morn- 
ing Oregonian that we know 
is -published in a home of its 
own, a large modern’ build- 

‘ing, in the heart of the -city 

of Portland, it being the 

..only morning paper in- this 

~elty, a paper which Is-a credit 
alike to the community ant 
fo Its bullder. 

It was the Oregonian of pio- 
neer days which led to the 
building by Mr. Pittock and his 
associates of the first paper 
mill in Oregon. This mill was 
erected at Oregon City in 1866 
and had a daily output of 1500 
pounds of paper, enough, per- 
haps, for the needs of the news- 
Paper in those early days. This 
first mili was followed by an- 
other on the Clackamas river 
builr in 1868, The superintend- 
ent of this early mill was Wil- 
liam Lewthwaite, the father 0” 
A. J. Lewthwaite, who is our 
resident manager today. it was 
Mr. Pittock who brought Mr. 
Lewthwaite from California to 
manage this little mill on the 
Clackamas, and shortly before 
his death Mr, Pittock was show- 

—ig—to—a_friend theoriginal Iet- 
ter which arranged for the em- 
ployment of his early superin- 
tendent. Later a larger mill 
was required and thus in 1883 
the present Camas mill was 
started by Mr. Pittock and his 
associates. Through the inter- 
vening years this mill has 
grown to the plant which we 
know today and Mr. Pittock has 
retained a large financial in- 
terest in it and the other plants 
now affiliated with it under the
